HR 1454-onnibus Lesbien/cay Civil Rights- 

On jen 27, 1982, hearings were held before 
the House Education @ Labor Subcommittee, 
This is the first hearing on this 31ill since 
the late 96th Congress conducted field 
hearings in Sen Frencisco.. Witnesses 
testifying in favor of the Bill included 
WOJ, Sen Paul Tsonges (D-MA); Jean O'Leary, 
Director of the Netional Association of 
Business Councils; Craig Christiensen, Deen 
of Syracuse (miversity School of Law; Sgt. 
Charles Cochrane, WYC Police Dept.; Dr. 
Nartin Weinberg, Director of Sex Research 
Center, Rloomington, IND.; and Dr. Avery 
Post, United Church of Christ. 

Although opvonants of the Bill were 
invited to testify, only Connsught Mershall 
Chairman of the pro-Framily Coelition, 
appeared before the comnittee,

other representatives. The Bill would 
amend the 1964 Civil Rights Act to prohibit

This Bill remains before the Senete 
Labor Committee end the Labor and Yuman 
Resources Committee, Philip Rurton has 
sntroduced HR 337, an identical bill to 
Weiss-Vexmen HR 1454, which will omend 
title VII of the Civil Rights Act to protect 
Lesbians and Geys in employment, housing end

HR 3955-Femily protection Act~Bpill remains 
before several committees.
